The Chineseare very particular about what 
a Japanese interpreter calle “social glue,” 
that is, good manners; and most of them, 
if asked to express an opinion on the 
manners of foreigners, would sav (unless 
politeness forbade) that the foreigners have 
no manners. Writers in the JPorld 
and XIXth Century have  recentls 
discussed thia point, particularly the 
frequent suggestion that we are less 
courteous and considerate than our fore- 
bears. The XIX(hk Century writer is cer- 
tain that we are socially degenerate. 
The World commentator is not eo cocksure. 
Tt ia perhans nct unnatural ft at his 
verdict. should be more or Jers an open one. 
He does not think we are ruder than our 
ancestora, but if we are, it must be because 
we have less time than they had for 
practice. He remarks: 

“We live in other times, ard consequen'ly 
have other manners, I am no defender of 
disoourtesy, but. when I hear modern manrers 
being unfavourably compared with thore of 
other days J often think that had our grand. 
fathers Pe eveditathers lived under the 
conditions of modern life they migbt have actad 
accordingiy| People have leas time far the 
small courtpsies in which it war possible to 
indulga in hustling days, but. on the other 
hand, I do not think we are quile so incon.

FORGING AND OUTTERING. 

Sesuke Tenoi, a Japanese, was indicted on the 
charge of forging a cheque for $200 on the 
Hongkoug and Shanghai Banking Corporation 
aleo with uttering and publishing a forged 
document. 

Prisoner plea ted not guilty, and the following 
jurora rere called: —K. N. Spena, A. ('. Sqaair, 
L.. D. Vhilpot, J.H. Backhouse, U.G.8, Mackie, 
L. Marston and W. Wotherspoon. Peter 
Loureiro’s nama was called, but he waa absent. 

The Attorney-General, Mr. H. H. J 
CGrompertz, instructed by Mr. G.E. Morrell 
(Crown Solicitor) prosecuted, prisoner being 
undefended. 

The Attorney-Geveral said the prisoner was 
only receatly employed a8 “boy “ by an officer 
of the Royal Navy, Lieutenant James, who was 
now iu Japan. Abonta month previous to March 
20th he was in the employ of Lientanant 
Lloyd Chomag, in command of the torpedo boat 
destroyer Jane, On the 2Uth instant, at abont 
1.3) p.m, the defendant appeared at the Hoor.- 
koog & Shanghai Bank and uttered a cheqaa for 
$200 which purported to be signed by Lieutenant 
Lleyd Thomas. Hq» ‘handed it to a Mr. Eaxt 
who shosed the cheque to apother gentleman 
in the bink, and asa result of their eaqnirie< 
the defendant was asked to wait, his employer 
then b-ing sent for. The lieutenant arrived al 
the bank, identified the prisoner as his “boy,” and 
said the cheqae had nat been signed ty him 
When accused was taken ta the potiea station, 
aud searched, a small leather purse was fonud 
ea his persoo, [nu that parse was a cheque for 
S16 payable tu the b-ares, purporting to ba 
sigued by his former employer, Lieutenant 
James. “(here was ale) fouad another piece of 
paper on which it appeared the accased had 
bean practising the signatarea of bis employer. 
When charged besaid he knew nothing abcat 
the cheyae, which had been given him by a 
Chinaman who asked him tochange it. 

After hearing the evidence the jury found 
the prisoner guilty on both connate,
